Sir 
Charles would not break the rules of 
the house by calling Sir- Richard "a 
mischievous demagogue," to quote tliat 
member's ov<'ji words. Ho would say, 
however, that Sir Richard Cartwright' 
was formerly a ndscbieyous demasosue, 
ijut now he was a reformed man. He 
bad given up agitation and was devot- 
ing himself to cultivation of certain 
family interests, in which he had been 
singularly successful- (Laughter . and 
cheers). Sir Richard had receded from 
the disloyal position which had caused 
Mr. Blake to withdraw from public Ufe. 
Sir Charles described the pleasure he 
felt on bearing Mr. Fielding conunendr 
ing three-institutions which he had spent 
all the prime of his life in attacking, viz.. 
Confederation, the National Policy and 
ilie Canadian Pacific railway; and BUS- 
f,'i'sted that Mr. Fielding ought to have 
made his speech in a more penitential 
attitude. (Laughter). As Mr. Fielding' 
was borrowing money at 3% per cent.,' 
he congratulated him on his failure' to- 
reduce Uie sjivings bank interest to ^ 
per cent., as he wanted to do last year. 
(Joncludiug, .Sir Charles pointcd-'out that 
the United States are driving all '6thcr 
countries out of Uie iron industry, olid 
that Canada had the natural poaltidn 
and resources to share in the develop- 
ment ot that inilustrj'. If proper en- 
couragement were given, tliia country 
might not only take a high po.sitiou as» 
an iron-producing country, but would be-' 
come a groat centre of industry for the 
construction of steel ships. 

Mr. I'aterson, minister of customs, de- 
fended Mr. Fielding for reading Ida 
speech, on account of its imiwrtarice 
and the mauy figures it contained.

THE PEACE OONFERENOB. 

Russia Desires That Proceedings Bo 
Strictly Private!— German Ap- 
pointment Protested. 

London, May 5.— The Kussian govern- 
ment, according to a despatch to the 
Daily News from Odessa, has addreflsed 
a friendly protest to the German gor- 
efhment regarding the appointment as 
one of the German delegates to the 
peace conference at The Hague of Prof, 
von Stergel, of Munich University, after 
it issued pamphlets defending war and 
declaring that eternal peace ought not to 
be the aim of culture. 

According to the Berlin correspondent 
of the Daily Nov/s, llusaia has inti- 
mated that it is her wish that the strict- 
est privacy be maiutincd regarding the 
proceedings of the disarmament confer- 
ence. The delegates will, therefore, prob- 
ably bo pledged to secrecy. The news- 
papers will obviously not be allowed to 
have representatives present and the 
only authentic information they can ob- 
tain, win be contained in the • oDlcial 
summary of the proceedings, which it is 
already announced, the secretaries will 
supply.

Washington, May 5.— The |wst ollioe 
department to-day made public the let- 
ter of Edward Atkinson, of Boston, in 
which the action of the department in 
seizing hia pamphlets was based. Many 
letters asking information nbout the 
subject have reached here, and to-day 
the following statement was given out 
by I'ostmaster-Gcnernl Smith: 

" In view of the statement of Mr. 
lidward Atkinson that he sent his 
pamphlets only to .Vdmiral Dewey, Gen- 
eral Otis, President Schurman and three 
or four others, the letter of Mr. Atkin- 
son containing his application will be of 
interest. It ia as follows, dated Boston, 
April 22, and addressed to the secretary 
of war: 

" Sir,-— I desire to sond a large number 
oi: tlie enclosed pamphlets on 'The cost 
of a national crime.' ' The hell of war 
and its i>enalty,' 'Criminal aggression: 
by whom committed,' to the olUcors and 
privates in the I'luliiipino islands. I 
therefore desire to know whether or not 
these documents can he sent directly 
through the war department or may be 
forwarded in due course of mail. A list 
of regiments is desired, and if there are 
priiitiMl lists of ollicers available, they 
would serve ine a very useful pun>ose- 
(Signed) Edward Atkinson.' 

" No answer was made to this letter, 
cxi'ept to send an nlllcial copy to the 
poHtniaster-genernl, wlio issued instruc- 
tions to the [lostmastcr at San Francisco 
to hohl the pamphlets. The spirit and 
design of the pamphlets is indicated by 
a few extracts. In one of them Mr. 
Atkinson sa.vs: ' I will append one 
question to each render; How much in- 
crease of taxation are ynu willing to 
bear, and how m;iny of your neighbors' 
sons are you ready to sacrilico by fever, 
malaria and disease in order to extend 
the sovereignty of the United States 
over the West Indies and the Philippine 
islands?' 

" Again, after describing what he calls 
' the hell of ^v,■u■ anil its i)ennlty,' Mr 
Atkinson says: ' Lest others should be 
eiitraiiped into enlistment in the regular 
army or volunteer servii:e in th(" tropics, 
it would be only fair and iKuiost on tli(? 
part of the recruiting ollicers to bo put 
in possession of these facts.' 
"Again, Mr. ,\tkinson says: ' Tbe way 
has already boconie plain for the youth 
of the land to avoid diseased tropics by 
refusing to volunteer or enlist in the 
army or navy of the United States. The 
way will be found for the volnnteerH. 
now held ;\t,'ainst their will, to get their 
relea.se from unlawful service in any 
other course than their own after pence 
is declared.' 

" Mr. Atkinson not only speaks thus 
of and to the soldiers of tlie Unit 
Stat(.'s, but be encourages the Filipinos 
to iiihiirrection when he says: 'They 
have the power to ent(?r international re- 
lations, and they mny yet bo recognized 
and rightly recognized by other jiowers."

the reasonableness of our cliiiin, its jus- 
tice to us as a province, its -wisdom 
when regiirdc-d from ii Ijroad Ciinii(Jiun 
standpoiut will force themselves home 
upon tixe people oi the whttte: Dominion. 
The people every-wliere -wlit seeHLat their 
interests and ours are identical, that 
wliiit seems iit lii'Mt siiclit to l>e siK'cially 
and directly for the benetit oC British 
Columbians is of equal, ' tboogh possibly 
at the outset of less direct, advantage 
to our common country. Ctrtiiin things 
have rtH-ently upiK>iircd in print indic;it- 
iUij that the present cabinet i.s not 
iudisposed to lecognize the im- 
portance of developing this province. 
Wo should do what in lis lies to 
strengthen that disposition. Wo should 
show to tlie people of Canada, that those 
■\vlio linve applied Emerson's cxpreeslon 
to this province and told them that 
" British Columbia is only aaotbcF name 
for Opportunity " -were -wholly right, 
luid that l)y no one is this more appre- 
ciated than by tlio newspapers, wliich 
are closely idcutihcd with every locality 
and every interest. We have little 
doubt about this appeal being received 
in the spirit in -which it is made, and 
tluit the result will be aueli. an expres- 
sion of opinion as has never yet been 
presented to the people of CSanada of 
tile claims and the expectations of Uio 
I)i;(iple of British C'oluuiliia. 



THE I'ACn''IC CjVBLB. 

The important statement comes from 
Ottawa, and is confirmed by Premier 
Semlin, that the British Columbia gov- 
ernment have offered to bear one-ninth 
of tlje cost of the Pacific cable. The 
offer will require legislation to give it 
any legal value and make it binding 
upon tlie province; but the ColouLst 
thinks itself safe in promJrfng on behalf 
of the Opposition that such a measure 
will be unopposed. We congratulate Mr. 
Semlin and his colIoagueB upon their 
prompt and patriotic course. 

AN APPEAL, TO THI;! PRKSS. 

British Columbia occupies the third 
place among the provinces in the magni- 
tude of its trade and in its contribution 
to the revenue o£ the Dominion. In 
population it is in the sixth place. Its 
per capita payment to the federal ex- 
chequer is fur l)eyond that; of any otlier 
province. TJic proportion is in tlie ratio 
of $2.50 per capita in British Golumhin, 
and $1 per capita in the rest of 
the Dominion. The excess of fed- 
federnl expenditure in this province, 
inclusive of its pro rata share of the 
expense of maintaining the general gov- 
ernment, is greater per capit.a of the 
population of the province than are the 
gross per capita contributions of the 
people of any of the other provinces. 
In view of these considerations, the 
Colonist appeals to the newspaper press 
of British Columbia to join witli it in a 
respectful presentation of the claims nf 
the province to more equitable treat- 
ment at the hands of parliament and the 
government than it now enjoys. In 
making tliis appeal, Uiu Colonist asks 
that its eonteniporarii's will bear in 
mind the very important consideration 
that all experience demonstrates the 
profitableness from a revenue stand- 
point of developing the province. It 
will pay Canada to expend liberally for 
ihi.s object, for the increased revenue 
u ill repay any outlay in a very short 
time. 

We shall not enlarge upon this theme 
at present, preferring to leave the field 

open for treatment by others, but we 
shall take great iilcasurc in reproducing 
the claims and arguments advanced by 
our contemporaries and supplementing 
them, if possible, by suggestions of our 
own. Our desire is to secun; a united 
expression of opinion, to lie laid bi^fore 
the government and parliament, so lis t( 
strengthen the InunJs of our reprfscnta 
tivos in pressing the claims of the 
province for consideration in connection 
with such plans for expenditure in de- 
vclDpmeiit works as will lie hiid before 
riarlianii'iit at prc-soiit s<'s.si()ii, 

foreshadowed by Sir AVilfrid Laurier in 
his recent announcement to the House 
of Commons. We .ire impressed that 
the time is jiiui for a sti-oug presentii- 
tion of the ch.iins of British Columbia, 
and we most resiiiM't fully and cordially 
invite oar contemporaries to join in niak- 
iiiK it. Perhaps the fact that the Colo- 
nist is the oldest paper in the province 
will be acccpte<l na a sufllcient reason 
for its venturing to extend this invita- 
tion. 

Wo desire to assure our contemporaries 
that tlie Oolonlst has no ulterior politi- 
cal motive in making this request, but 
that it will u.se its liost efforts to prevent 
liolities from being driiwa into the pro- 
posed movement. The aiipeal is directed 
neither to Conservatives nor to Liberals, 
but to the people of tliis grand province, 
whose, development means so much, not 
only for them but for the whole Do- 
minion. Lot ua for a linio lay aside 
Iiarty politics, Jet us si and up shoiiUlcr 
to, shoulder in u solid plialaiix as cliani- 
^<^gj$ns of our own intppcsts. If wp speak 
•vflB^'WitJi one voice, WO' shall make our- 
■ «l)I'Re8..ieard,-and once our voice 1» Jieord,

Xo doubt tlie siib-couiiaittee has goud 
rea-fous for withholdiug Mr. Diinsmuir's 
[iroposal regarding connection -with Van- 
couver until after they have anotlior 
oppoit unity of consulting him. The 
slight delay caused thereby is immaterial, 
and another conference may facilitate 
the discusiiion of the details. It is per- 
haps as well to say that, although Mr. 
Duusmuir is president of the Colonist 
Printing & Publishing Company, he has 
not taken this paper into his eonlidence 
in this matter. We know no more 
about the proposal than the general pub- 
lic, and in discussing it wish to be uiuler- 
stood as speaking from a wholly inde- 
pendent standpoint. The ([uestion is one 
of vital importance to Victoria, and we 
do not propose- to be restricted iii con- 
sidering it because some iK'ople choose 
to think that the Colonist is the expon- 
ent of Mr. Dunsmuir*s views. We will 
add once for all that Mr. Dunsmulr is 
not resiionsible fur any views that have 
tii'cn advanced in this pajier on llic sub- 
ject of connection witli the Mainland 
either of the state of, Washington or 
British Columbia, and that what shall 
be said on the subject hereafter must 
be understood as n bona fide effort to 
consider the question from a public point 
of view. 

We believe that in course of time such 
a connection as it is proposed to estab- 
lish witli ^■ancouve^ would prove profit- 
able to its owner. It will never be very 
prolitiilile, because the same rates must 
be (luoted to and from Victoria as to and 
from Vancouver; but it is reasonable to 
suppose that it will pay, just as the 
C. P. X. service between the two cities 
pays. 'i'ho day of profit must neces- 
sarily be some dLstuuco in the future; 
for we know that it does not pay the 
C. P. N. Co. to keep the Islander on the 
Vancouver run. It must be conceded 
that business would develop more rapidly 
over the ferry than by -way of the 
C. P. X, steamers, but how much more 
rapidly is an open iiuestion- There 
would certainly be for some time a loss 
on operating the service, that is a loss 
to tlie pei-.sons operating it, although 
there would bo a distinct gain to the 
people or this city from the day the first 
tluinigli train reacluHl u.s. Indeed the 
prolit to iho city would begin on the day 
work was begun on the terminals here. 
The project is one, therefore, which 
means immediate advantage to the city, 
and tcuijiurary loss to those operating it. 
The advantage to the city would be such 
that .every person, wliotlicr lio owns a 
dollar's worth of pioiH-rly here or not, 
could afford Lu' jiay something for it. 

Xo reasonable man ran sny that the 
establishment and maintenance of such 
11 connection is attractive as ii business 
enterprise. ^We do not suppose that 
any capitalist could be found, who could 
be persuaded that it would be a wise 
thing to invest the cost of such a ferry 
and the delicit on its operation at the 
beginning, on the chance of making a 
profit later. With some little knowledge 
of the attitude taken by capitalists 
towards transportation iiroiKisitioiis, we 
feel very sure that search for one to 
undertake such an ciitcr[)risi> without 
aid fr(nii any source -ivoiild Ix? fruitless. 
It is perfect folly to say, as some do: 
So-and-So has the money, why docs he 
not put on the ferry? Wo can suggest 
several couiliiiial inns (jf \'icLoriii jioople 
who could personally niiso inoiicy enough 
to put on the ferry, but we would be 
very slow about urging them to do so 
as a business apeculaitoli. No oue ex- 
pects them to do so, To enlist the 
nec. SHju-y private cajiitiil in such an 
enter)iris(!, somi.' iaducenieiits of a tinau- 
cial ('ba racier must be olTered, the risk 
must be divided hetwccii those who will 
reap the immediate and greater advan- 
tage and those who ultimately will get 
wliat profit there may be in operating 
the ferry. 

The interests of all the people of \'ic- 
torla In this nmtter are greater than 
those of liny one person, no matter how 
e.vteusive that one person'.s projicrty 
holdings hero may be. Hence the sub- 
committee in asking .\Ir. Dunsniuir for 
n proposition took the right cour.-o. 
They rccogni'jed that the first step in n 
matter of this kind must come from the 
citizens generally. In complying with 
their request, Mr. Dunsniuir is dealing 
with a niattpr to v,)iich he has given a 
great deal of consideration, and the 
terms upon -which he Is prepnred to jn-o- 
vide the desired Bcrrlce may be regarded 
as- tiiCvxesalt of a- tliorough knowledge 



of the situation. It remains for the 
citizens to say whether they think the 
servic-o is worth having npoa:aueh^;;;Jeirms- 
The responsibility rests ' wholly '' with 
them. Wc have made these remarks 
w-ith tlie oliject of clearing the ground 
for the discussion of tlie terms when 
they have been formally made public. 

THE MAODONADD EXPEDITION. 

It will he recalled that at the time 
Kitchener was marching up the- Nile, 
there was much speculation, us to the 
probability of Col, Macdouald co-operac- 
ing -ivith Mm. Col, BCacdonald year be- 
fore last set out from Mom- 
bassa to explose the region jiortli 
of tlie Victoria Nyunza and 
south of Abyssinia. His exact destuiii- 
tion was not disclosed, but he was look- 
ed for at any time last spring ui>on tlie 
head waters of the Nile and as likely to 
cut off the possible retreat of the 
Khalifa to the southward. Nothing de- 
finite was heard from him for nearly a 
year, but in March last he returned to 
Mombassa and reported a. very success- 
ful expedition. He explored a large 
area of country hitherto unknown even 
in an indefinite way to white people, and 
reports that a very considerable iK>r- 
tion of it consists of a high class gras^^y 
table-land, intersected with mountain 
ranges, the whole reg^ion being very 
lioalthy and uduiirably nilaptcd for the 
support of popidatidii. As a I'ldo tlie 
natives were friendly, but the Nakwai 
tribe, who were at first inclined to as- 
sist the expedition iu every way, madt. 
a treacherous and wholly unexpected at 
tack upon Capt. KirkpatricU's party and 
killed him and five of bis men. Col. 
Macdouald severely poriished the Nak- 
gais for this. Lieut. Hanbury-Tracy, 
who was left in charge of tlic base of 
supplies at Mount Elgou, also had sonic 
fighting, but his losses wi.'re slight. Capt. 
Klrkpatrick appeara to have been the 
only Englishman killcH.! ou tlie expedition 
since it had beeu previously hear< 
from. Col. Macdonald reports that tli 
results of his expedition both from a 
political and geographical point of view- 
have been very gratifying. IIo lias <'s- 
tablished Hritisli prestige over one of 
the most interesting and important sec- 
tions of Africa. 



There seems to be plenty of fight left 
iu tile Filipinos yet, and one may be 
excused for doubting if General Otis 
was wise in declining to continue nego 
tiutions. 



It seems likely that Mr. T. C. iSorby 

kill be sent to Ottawa by Uio city au- 
thorities to lay the harbor iuiprovenieiit 
scheme before the government. This 
will be an excellent step. 



The announcement of a discovery of an- 
thracite coal at Carinaiiah Point is very 
interesting. There would probably be a 
large market for a good article of anthra- 
cite at home and abroad. Additional 
particulars will be awaited with inter- 
est.

A rather odd thing happened at tlie 
Victoria W<?st meeting on Tluirsdiy 
night. A letter to the city council was 
read, but when the Colonist reporter 
asked for a copy of it,, he was refused, 
because Mr. Kedfern who was present, 
said it w-as inipropor to permit it to bo 
published. Mr, Itedfern as iiuiyor li.is 
no censorship powers, and he certainly 
has none as a private citizen. The mo- 
ment tlie letter was read to the meeting 
it became public properly. 

Yesterday the Colouist mentioned tliat 
the control by the British of the Yang- 
Tse valley would facilitate railway ex- 
tension into interior Cliiuu from Banna. 
The I.oiulou Tiiiirs r.-coived sinci.' stales 
that eugineers have found fi liighly 
feasible route for such a railway. 
Hitherto the belief has been that tJiore 
was a piece of such dilUcult country in 
the southwest (-orncr of China that rail- 
way construction tbrough it Wnuld be 
iniiiossible. The 'iisi-overy uf a goo-d 
route will undoubteclly be followed by 
railway constructioii whereby the gresit 
Chinese province of Yiuvnan will be 
oik'uimI to <-omiuorce. It wu.m istated a 
fi'w years ago that aln.-ady n consider- 
able number of Englishmen had gone 
into Yun-nan and had paved the way 
for British occupittioii, coramerdally if 
not politically. The inhabitants of this 
part of China are said to be superior in 
many ways -to those of the seaboard 
provinces. 



It is said that a publishing bouse pro- 
poses to issue a Hamannl of the local 
legislature. So far as future sessions g^i 
there caniiol b,. the least olijectioii lo 
this, but when It is announced that iJie 
Hansard will embrace the debates of 
last session, it is proper to protest. The 
newspaper w-liieh came iie.irc.st to print- 
ing a non-pa rli'/.a II rejiort. of last .session 
was the Olonist, but it makes no claim 
to havhig presented one that does equal 
justice to every iipeaker. It did not do 
injustice to any, htit this is nil it d.nim.s. 
The Worhl gave much the same report 
as the Colonist. The other daily papers 
gave partisan reports. None of the re- 
IKirts were subjected to tlie several 
speakers for correction, and it -would bo 
unfair to present eithc* of them or a 
comrilation from them nil as n Hansard 
report. Tlie only value of such a n^- 
port is that it carries authority on itn 
face. This can be done cither by r ver- 
batim report or by a synoptic report sub- 
mitted to the members for correction.

Blishop Christie Appointed to 
Archbishopric of Oregon 
Diocese. 



Scarcely a Year Since He Was 
^ Promoted to Be Bishop of 
Vancouver Island. 



Right llev. Alexander Christie, Roman 
Oatiiolic Bishop of Vancouver Island, 
yesterday received official notification of 
his appointment to the archbishopric of 

Oregon, vacated by the death of Arch- 
bishop Gross late last year. The iip- 
pointmcnt did not come as a surprise to 
the public— in fact it \ras semi-offlcially 
: announced in the Colonist some week a 
ago. Bishop Christie will take charge 
of the archdiocese, which includes Ore- 
gon, Washington, Idaho, Montuna and 
British Columbia, on June 15, but the 
members of his congregation and Vic- 
torians generally will be pleased to learn 
that for some months at least he will 
eiRMid much of his time in Victoria, con- 
tinuing good work, which he commenced 
here. 

When Bishop Christie giwa to Portland 
to Ik; consecrated archbishop, scarcely a 
year will have elapsiKi since his appoint- 
ment to tlie bishopric of Vancouver 
Island, but in that short time he Iuls 
done much to advance tJie work of the 
cliurch in the diocese. To do thij ru- 
•luLred capital, and his (irst step was to 
obtain as much as could ha expected 
from tJie Catholic Indian mission at 
Washington. Then llev. Father Nico- 
layc was sent to Central America to 
eniiuire into the cause of tlio death of 
Bishop Lemuiens, and to secitro, if pos- 
sible tlie fruits of the dead prelate's 
lahors in that missionary held- llev. 
Father AllhofC was sent to Europe to 
appeal to such societies as were willing 
to contribute towai-ds tlie advancement 
of the Catliolic faith in the Far West, 
and in January an application was made 
to the Dominion government for un 
appropriation for the mission on the 
West Coast of Hie Island. 

In this city the iuiprovenienla he pro- 
posed have barely been commenced, but 
already ajt urpluinage for boys has been 
established, St. LkiuIs college improved, 
a new kindergarten erected and Insti- 
tute hall moved to make room for a 
new residence for the bishop and priests, 
tlie idea being to use the present resi- 
dence as a Catholic college for higher 
education. 

Bishop Christie i.s a native of Ver- 
mont, where lie was bom 40 years ago. 
His childhood was spent in Wisconsin 
and Minnesota, where he received the 
foimdation of hia education. Having 
decided to take holy orders, he went to 
the Benedictine college of St. John's, 
Steams county, Minnesota, to take hia 
clabaieal course. Hia noviciate was 
siK.'iit at the CJrand Seminary, Montreal, 
where he was ordained 20 years ago. 
His hrst charge was at Waseca, Minn., 
where he remained 12 years, at tlie end 
of which time he was appointed to the 
Ascension parish, Minneapolis, and later 
to the parish of St. Stephen's, where ho 
remained until his appointment as 
Bishop of Vancouver last June- 

This is tlie second occasion on which 
a bishop of A'ancouver Island has been 
appointed to the archdiocese of Oregon, 
the former one being Archbishop 
Seghers, who was murdered in the 
"Xukon valley. The archdiocese was 
created in IbuO, and the former bishops 
were: Most Ivev. Francis N. Blanchet, 
D. D., 1S50-1880; Most Kev. Charles 
J. Seghors, 1S80-1S8-1; Most Rev. Wil- 
liam H. Orofs. 1885-1898. According 
to the last C;itholic directory, the arch- 
diocese has 80 churches and chapels, 2 
seminaries, 2 colleges for boys, 12 
academies for girls, 23 parish schools, 2 
orphan asylmn.s, and 8 charitable insti- 
tutions. The Catholic population of the 
archdiocese is 35,000. 



YUKON SUPPLIES, 

An American Company Gets Anotlu-r 
Contract Prom the Dominion. 
Government. 

The contracts for carrying the supplies 
for the Mounted Police at Dawson and 
Tagisb Lake were awarded yestirday 
by the Dominion government. Again 
the supplies for the police at Dawson 
and in the vicinity are to be carried by 
an American company, the Alaska Com- 
mercial Company having' been awarded 
the contract.

The Lake 
Shore property on Anderson lake has 
bccu sold for a handsome figure, and the 
first instalment of the purchase money 
has been paid over. WUIlam L. Brewer 
will have charge of the mine hereafter, 
and it will be developed on a thoroughly 
large and systematic scale. The Con- 
solidated Alberni has been taken in 
hand by a strong company, which is now 
seeuring all the practical miners avail- 
able in Alberni. The Avery group, also 
on Anderson lake, was sold only yester- 
day to Mr. G. II. Hayes for a hand- 
some figure in spot cash, and half a 
dozen oilier largo deals will be consum- 
mated within the next few weeks. 

Mr. lirowii brought back to the city 
with him a number of line c>opper-gol(l 
specimens, the ore being for the most 
part from two claims — the Baxter and 
the N'iiieent — which he has just sUikeil 
off on the west side of Anderson lake.

\lore Rich Mineral Properties 
Discovered On the West 

Coast. 



"Top Line" Sealer Arrives 
Home from the Southern 
Grounds. 



New strikes ot co^^ and coal are 
reported by arrivals from the West 
Coast on the steamer Willapa yester- 
day. W. P. Daykin, the lighthouse 
keeper at Carmanah Point, was one of 
those who arrived, and he gives news of 
one of these recent discoveries. The 
coal laud of which ho speaks is at Car- 
manah Point, close to the lighthouse. 
He has secured a large section of tlie 
land, and is quite enthusiastic over it, 
coal scams having been found, it is said, 
over a foot thick. Samples of it have 
been tested, with splendid results, and 
now it is intended to do sulhciont de- 
velopment work on tliem to see of what 
value they are. it is said that the coal 
covei-s a very considerable area. The 
other strikes reported by the Willapa 
were made at Ucluelet, and from these 
samples of very rich looking copper ore 
have been taken for an assay to be made 
in this city. The ore was first discov- 
ered by an Indian named Jack Tye, 
after whom the mine is to be named. 
Subsequently C. Beiins and T. Thorai>- 
son located on it, and if the ore proves 
as rich as is expected, the mine will yet 
be one of the busy scent^s of activity in 
that locality. The Willapa brought back 
quite a number of passengers from the 
("oast. Besides Mr. Daykin there were 
the following: J. C. Anderson, C. 
Itowett, 0. S. Penwill, A. Xornn, 
Ceorge Brown (who also has l)een stak- 
ing off some mineral claims in the vicin- 
ity of Alberni), George Clayer, George 
Hanmr, H. Newton, 10.

There were two reports from VUf Otto, 
one being that on April 1 she had 370 
skins, nnd another that she had 714 on 
April 2. The Umbrina, Capt- Peppett, 
^^■as spoken in Ahousett with 441 skins. 



TOP-LINER RETURNS. 

The Sealer Geneva Arrives Home_With 
a Catch of 1,582 Skins. 

Schooner Geneva, Capt. W. D. Byers, 
returned yesterday from the Soutlioni 
hunting grounds with what is by prob- 
ably several hundred skins the top seal 
catch made on the Pacific tliLs year. The 
vessel is owned by Mr. llichanl Hall, 
and has 'been frequently heard from 
while on her cruise. She was one of 
the earliest to sail, and had tlie advan- 
tage of carrying some of the best hunt- 
ers in port. Capt. Byers, too, is one of 
the most successful sealing captains be- 
longing to this city, having always a big 
catch to show for his labors on his re- 
turn from sea. This time he brought 
homo a catch of 1,!582 skins. Ho found 
seal plentiful but the woatlier verj- 
stormy during the latter part of the 
season. He secured almost his entire 
catch off tlie coast of California.

What may best be described as routine 
btlsinesa occupied the greater part of the 
time of the home missions conferenco 
atAta morninj,' .and afternoon sessions 
yoKorday iu the Jleiropolitau Methodise 
church, the topics of the day being large- 
ly in relation to the details of the work. 
Inridentaily the necessity of supplying 
instructions in Rl:indard trades to the 
northern schools was cmpha-sized by 
Kcv. S. S. Osterhout; the future plans 
tor the steamer Glad Tidings were dis- 
cussed; and a resolution was adopted 
looking to tlio amalgatioii of the i'ort 
Simuson and Bella Jielln districtii. So 
long was the list of detai'l business that 
the quostiou of potlntch legislation was 
not reached at the time of adjournment, 
I this topic standing over accordingly for 
1 eonsideratiun to-day, together with llio 
I condition ami retiuiremeuts of the ia- 
jdustrlal schools. 

I yesterday morning's introductory busi- 
ness took the form of a report from the 
committee considering plans for tlie Cu- 
lture service of the steamer Ghnl Tid 
ings. They estimated tha t it would iro.-it 
lit least ijiy.OOO to maintain ami operate 
tlie mission steamer with cfliciency dur^ 
ing tbe year, and delinitc action on thi. 
matter was deferred. 

Partially as an outcome of this re- 
port, a resolution was adopted to the ef 
feet "that this mi.-.si(]n conference re- 
(luest the general board of missions for 
a close and ellicient suiM-'rvision of tbe 
Indian work in British Columbia; and 
whereas the question of the disposition 
oC the Glad Tidings may bo seriotusly 
nCected by the nature and extent of 
the supervision provided for, therefore 
be it resolved that tliis question, with 
that of supervision, be referred to the 
geucral board for final decision and ac 
tion," 

In order Unit the general mission board 
may be fully in touch with all informa 
tion and conditions bearing on tlie sub- 
ject, copies of the minutes and reports 
of the coufercneo now in, session will be 
furnished the executive body. 

On the initiative of the Kev. Joseph 
Hnll and Rev. D, Jennings, a resolu- 
tion was adopted adTising the amulga- 
matioin by conference of the Simpson 
and Bella Bella districts, pending which 
action the conference will be- requested 
to continue tlie present district arrange- 
ment, allowing fature developments to 
suggest the wisdom of reconstruction 
and the lines upon wbieb such recon- 
struction should be made. 

A motion that Bella Coola, Kitimnat 
and Ilivers Inlet— ia addition to Bella 
Bella— be attached to the Simpson dis- 
tract, was lost; while it was decided 
that Hartley Bay should be taken from 
Bella Bella and attached to the Simi>- 
son district. 

An interesting feature of the early 
afternoon session- was an address by 
Rev. Woodsworth, embodying that gen- 
tleman's views on Indian mission work 
nnd the most effective service for (be 
gospel steamer Glad Tidings. The ar- 
rangement of districts and changes in 
the stations of the missionaries occupied 
the remainder of the session.

AN Ai'PK.-Vb TO TUE GOVEILX- 
MEKT AND TO THE WOUICING 
MEN 01*' BRITISH OOLUMBIA. 

Sir: There is a time in the history of 
a country when all iiuestion of party 
politics shouhl be forgotten in the en- 
deavor to promote tlie prosjierity of the 
couiuiumty as a whole. The guvcnnneiit 
of the day slioiild most certainly lealiy.e 
that they are, after their eleelii>n, not 
"Maflinites"or''Tnrnerites" lint servaiit.s 
of the whole electorate and residents (;f 
thi.'ir country and that upon tbem very 
largely depends the material prusiieriiy 
of the general public and the liapidness 
of thousands of homes. The utaiosl 
care should therefore be talcen that no 
legislation tliat would have the cfl'c t 
of disturbing tlie hapjiy relations ciist- 
jiiig previous to such legislation bi'twcen 
"Capital and labor should be enacted with- 
out the gi-avest consid, ration. Sacli 
legislation should only be iias.sed after 
putnic opinion has overivhelmiiigly dc- 
mauded it. No legislation against the 
interest of the working men should be 
passed on the demiuid of tin- employers 
uiilil the matter has been thoroughly dis- 
cussed for some time by both parties so 
that a he.'illliy public opinion eaii he 
foruusl as to the result it would have on 
the country us a wliole, The same should 
aiiply on the other side. 

1 wish 1 could per.'ionally express my 
coiivictiuiis on the result the eight huiir 
law will have on the mining industry and 
the business of the province, to every 
working man (union or non-ttnioii) iu 
Britisli Columbia. 1 believe iu working 
men protecting their own iuterests. It 
is their right, but it is possible for them 
to make mistakes: it is possible from over 
zeal in their own interests for them to 
take a stand ou a matter of ritul inter- 
est to their country that will give tlie 
country such a set back that it will not 
recover from for years to come: to cause 
such a depression as will recoil on their 
own heads by causing n shortage of 
work and a decrease in the rate of 
wages. This is more so in a new conn 
try than in an old one. Working men 
of the coast, as you value your present 
favorable conditions oC life due largely 
to the favorable development of tlie 
mines of the country which linvo made 
the country prosperous, do uot hastily 
ask tbe government to put the eight-hour 
law in operation, but urge them to witli- 
hold its enforcement until its conse 
quences Iiave been more thoroughly real- 
ized. It is your own interest to do s(» 
Let me point out tbe ell'ects upon the 
country if the law is enforced. The 
mine owuers have deleruuned thnt, un- 
less they can come lo tiu jirraugeuient 
with the men, they will shut down their 
miues. Such a procedure would ruin 
almost every business man in llossland, 
Nelson, Kaslo, Sandon and the other 
ivooieiiay towns. If not ruined they 
would siifl'er such linuncial losses as 
would lake them years of good times to 
make up. Iron and engineering works 
woidd be- obliged to discharge a. large 
uuuiber of men, possibly some in Vic- 
toriji and Vancouver. 'J'lio Crow's Nest 
Coal Company would also suiter. The 
miners tliemselves wi>nld be idle for 
some time or he obliged to leave the 
c(mntry, and last but uot least tin- gen- 
eral ])ublic of Canada would sul'iV/r most 
seriuns financial loss through their in- 
vesiineiits in niiniug shares, many of 
these being working men in Victoria. 
Should (uir leading mines he closed, it 
it is safe to say that such share's would 
depreciate almost OU per cent., and 
1 venture to say it would mean the loss 
to many working men throughout Can- 
ada of half the savings of a lifetime. 

Tliis is an inimonsely serious niatler: 
but the loss to the province ns a M'liole 
would be more serious. The lilnglish and 
Eastern Canadian investor in mining 
stock has provided throe-fourth.'; of the 
capital for the development of our mines 
and if at this seas^m of the year their 
investments are depreciated 50 iter cent., 
if their coiiruleiice is shaken, nil such in- 
vestments will cease and thre<^fourlhs 
of the niiniug development of tb(> prov- 
inve will cease .also for want of funds 
to carr.v it on. I appeal to the mem- 
bers of the goveriuiK'Ht not to put bona 
lide investors in tlint position: not to 
give this provinci' at tins time a blow 
from which it will take years to recover: 
not lo turn aside tlie wave of prosperity 
lluit seems now to have struck it by 
pressing such legislation. And I appeal 
to the worluug men everj- where, of 
every trade, to press the government to 
abstain from such a course. I appeal to 
all citizens not to think of this matter in 
a party spirit I know no party on a 
Iiuestion of this kind. 

'J'hore ia much more I could say if I 
were not trespassing Upon' your "siiace 
too mueh, but in conelusion let me s;iy 
that this legislation is unnecessary. I 
have lived in Kootenay two years. I 
have employed a fair number of miners 
and never once ■was there a request for 
(!iglit hours. The country was opened 
up with ten hour shifts. The miners in 
a country like that would rather work 
ton hours at $3,50 .than eight at $3.00. 
And if the legislation bad not been pass- 
ed would 1k! as well contented as in the 
past. It is not contended that the min- 
ers are under-paid. The rate of wages 
is the samo ns it wa.q when living and 
supplies were f)0 per cent higher than 
now. The men do not want tlieir wages 
reduced for Iho privilege of having two 
extra lionrs in which to "do nothing in 
the solitude of the hills." The mine 
owners cniinot afford to pay such high 
wages nnd rtHluce working hours. It 
would make many of the mines unpro- 
fitable and wouM result in Lheir closing 
down prematurely. I notice that Mr. 
Wells visited the council of the Trades 
and Ijiibor union here some Time ago. I 
hope Ml-. McKiiy will submit this letter 
as imperfect as it is to his council so 
iJiat they may have some idea of the 
rei'Hons thnt appear to be so strongly op- 
posed to Iho successful operation of the 
act and I only regret that some cue 
more competent than myself has not 
brought this matter forward In- Victoria. 
It is certainly by immense odds' tlio iribst
